While the 
officers were speaking sappers were nl 
ready bringing In wood, cotton and 
petrol. 

Pitiful Scene*. 

"The inhabitants about the forts 
Were Informed that in time of war the 
necessity might arise for the authorl 
ties to destroy their houses, but In this 
case they had not been warned during 
the afternoon, and most of them had 
gone to rest when the knock on their 
doors came to tell them of their fate 
1 could not describe all of the scenes I 
witnessed that night. 

"All 1 remember is women in tears 
and children praying. Some of them 
implored the soldiers to let them a! 
least take their furniture away and 
threw themselves at the officers' feet 
But they were gently raised by the ami 
and led outside iu the dark. 

"The soldiers rushed in and threw 
bundles of wood under the staircases, 
poured petrol over them and lit them 
ill an instant the house was ablaze 
A Woman tried to push in to save some 
souvenir - a photograph, a cradle, any 
thing- but was ordered back by the 
soldiers 

Helped Burn Own Homa. 

"A man who had just ban led out 
of a house and who had been watch 
Ing wilh a stupid look Hie progress of 
the fire, rushed away from his wife 
and children as if mad. lie grasped 
a mass of saturated eotton and helped 
(he soldiers with their work.

SILAGE AND DAIRY COWS. 

A Trying Season Is ths Latter Part of 
Summer and Early Fall. 

One of the most trying seasons of 
the fear for the dairy cow is the latter 
part of summer anil early fall At this 
season the pastures are often short or 
dried up, ami in such cases it is a com- 
mon mistake of dairymen to let their 
cows ilmp off In flow of milk through 
lack of feed. Latet they Hud It Im 
possible to n-storo the milk flow, no 
matter how the cows are fed. (Jood 
dairy practice demands that the milk 
flow be maintained at a high level all 
the time from parturition to drying off 
It lieoonies necessary therefore to sup- 
ply some feed to take the place of the 
grass The easiest way to do till* la 
by means of silage. Silage is cheaper 
and decidedly more convenient to use 
than soiling crops 

The amounts to feed will depend 
upon the condition of the pa -lures, 
varying all the way from ton pounds 
to a full winter feed of forty pounds
